Betweeu oue and two o'clock yester-
day afternoon, I. B. Kirtland, Esq., the
respected principal of the Jackson in-

surance company, was engaged, with
teller, cashier and clerks at the banking
house of the institution on Madison
street, between Front, and Main street,
when Sherifl Doyle entered and pro-
ceeded to lay an attachment on the
bank, of which he took full possession,
aud closed. The bank was in the full dis-
charge of its usual duties at the moment.
Kvery business application was attend-
ed to, and every check or other claim
Eromptly paid, and the regular bank

was proceeding with its usual
regularity, sud, we may say, with its
usual integrity. There was and is no
claim set up to the contrary. These
facts show that, although the bank was
"closed," it had in no sense "bursted."
The public in general view a closed
bank as necessarily a broken bank. We
have here a case that proves that opin-
ion to be sometimes incorrect. One way
in which a bank perfectly solvent
whose manager stands among the first
and most respected among our citizens,
against the correctness of whose deal-
ings and the promptness of whose pay-
ments none of those doing business with
him will insinuate a word of reproach
or utter a syllable of accusation can be
closed, will appear as we narrate the
circumstances that led to that event. In
1863, the sum of forty-thre- e thousand
dollars in gold lay deposited in the
banking-hous- e of Haddock, Ried & Co.,
Philadelphia, placed there by J. J. Polk,
Kq., of Hardeman county, Tennessee.
When General Lee invaded Pennsyl-
vania, the Pennsylvania house notified
Mr. Polk that they could not guarantee
the safety of his money. That gentle-
man then directed that it should be
transferred to the banking-hous- e of
Messrs. Kirilaud & Co., New York.
This was done, and it remained there
until 1H64, when the house in question
failed. In Is". a suit was commenced
against Mr. I. B. Kirkland and the
Jackson insurance company for the
forty-thre- e thousand dollars, it being
alleged that the Memphis and the New
l orK houses were partners one liable for
the debti of the other. The suit was by
attachment as regarded Mr. Kirtland, and
summons, as it respected the company.
The levy made on that attachment was
insufficient for the purpose in view, and
the suit has lingered on until the pres-
ent time, when the administrators of the
estate Meeers. P. H. Bowers aud O. B.
Polk took out an ancillary attachment
for the alleged debt, under which the
seizure was made, and the bank closed,
as above described. The object of the
proceeding was to obtain security forthe
amount of the judgment, provided it
should go against the Jackson bank.
Unless the alleged partnership be estab
lished, there is, of course, no responsi-
bility on the part of the bank here. In
a case, similar in circumstances to the
above E. E. Clarke, Esq., of the firm of
Clark & Ely some time ago sued
the Jackson bank as it is now sued. The
case was tried, but the verdict of the
jury was in opposition to the assumption
that Mr. H inland was a partner the
New York house. His brother and
a nephew were in it, and they being his
New York correspondents", it was
assumed the whole were in partnership;
tins assumption a jury has pronounced
erroneous, but Mr. Clark appealed to the
supreme court, which has not yet ren-
dered a decision. These are the facts in
the case; now how are the depositors in
the bank aflected by the action of the
sheriff.' We are assured from the best
sources mat tne prosecution, m
seizing the bank, intend that the
inconvenience suffered by the citi
zens doing business there shall be
of the slightest possible kind.
